FILIPINOS 


And Freedom Discussed by 


Senator Jones, 


Wb.» Explains the Democratic Sub- 


stitute ft? the G«verm- 


ment Bill. 


Wasbingtnu, April 10. — Senator 


Jon-es, exptaJnius the Democratic sub- 
•ctitatR for the Philippine government 
bill, said: "The Democratic substttute 
Is based on the theory of giving the 
Philippines eventual 
independence. 


"We leave the affairs of the island with 
the present Philippine t-oinmittee un- 
til July 4, 19C3. Prom that date and 
until July -i. 1911. we provide for the 
qualified Independent* of the islands, 
with a view to luadisg- up to complete 
independence, which begins at the 
latter date. 
The qualified independ- 


ence is granted on condition that there 
is a complete cessation of war and all 
organized armed opposition. More- 
over, it is granted, on specified condi- 
tions precedent, namely, that the 
United States shall have three coaling 
stations and two naval stations, and 
convenient terminal points for sub- 
marine cables; that the maximum 
rate of duty imposed on articles snip- 
ped from this country, except opium 
and liquors, shall he 20 per cent ad 
valorem, and that American citizens 
shall be granted certain rights of 
travel, trade, etc., in tee islands."

signed, and in chape! President J. K. 
Patterson announced that he wouM 
tak« charge of the military depart- 
ment for the present. Commandant 
McKee -was a captain in the Spanisb- 
American war and was appointed to 
this omc« last. September. A reporter 
who visited the college to investigate 
the nsa.tter was egged, rocked, and 
finally marched from the grounds by 
a crow-d of about 200 excited students.

Washington, April 10.—The feature 


of the de-bate in. the house on. the 
Cuban reciprocity bill was an Impas- 
sioned speech, in opposition to the 
measure by William A. Smith. (Rep., 


cii.). He was liberally applauded 


>y his Republican supporters, as he 
assailed the Republican leaders who 
were advocating the bill, boldly charg- 
Bg them with being false to the Re- 
publican • doctrln-e of protection. 
He 


announced that he was willing to vote 
to overrule the chair in order to sup- 
port an amendment to take the .dif- 
ferential off refined susars. Mr. Mor- 
ris (Minn.), another Republican, who 
made a strong speech against the bill, 
also mad.e a similar announcement. 
The other speakers were Mr. Bali 
(Dem., Tei.) 
and Mr. Sparkman 


(Dem.. Fla.), both of whom opposed 
tho bill, and Mr. Mondell (Wy.), who 
advocated its passage. The Demo- 
cratic and Republican opponents of 
th-e measure'are trying to get together 
on the proposition to taXe the differ- 
ential off refined sugars. The indica- 
tions are that the debate will be pro- 
tracted. The demand for time to 
Speak is great, and there is now no 
expectation that general debate, will 
be completed until next week. 


Oppose Chinese Exclusion. 


Washington, April 10.—In the sen- 


ate the Chinese exclusion bill was un- 
der consideration. Mr. Gallinger (N. 
H.j ar.d Mr. Dillingham (Vt.) opposed 
the bill, and Mr. Turner (Wash.) sup- 
ported it, Mr. Gallinger urged that 
the pending bill was unnecessary, un- 
just an<l un-American, and was clearly 
In. contravention of our treaty obliga- 
tions with China. In an extended ad- 
dress Mr. Turner appealed to the sen- 
ate to pass the proposed bill, not 
merely for the protection of the peo- 
ple of the Pacific states, -but to pre- 
vent the entire body politic from be- 
ing contaminated by the Chinese. Mr. 
Dillingham advocated the re-enact- 
ment of the present Geary law. He 
declared that representatives of the 
Pacific states had expressed them- 
selves as perfectly satisfied with th'e 
operation of the existing law.

Her crew managed to cut her loose 
from the crane boat and she floated 
down the river, where she collided 
with, the I. N. Bunton No. 2 and struck 
the Tide, another towboat, but did 
little damage. W-hen the- Acorn turned 
over Nora Ttomia was getting supper 
for the crew. 
She was pinioned in 


the galley, where she was held until 
rescued two miles below wliere the ac- 
cident occurred.

The world's biggest and most power- 


ful locomotive— an American compound 
—passed through Kansas City recently 
on its way from the Mohawk ralley to 
the far west It Is now lu sen-Ice on one 
of the mouiiialn divisions of 'the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe railway, 
says the Kansas City Star. Durlpg the 
last thirty years each successive type 
of engine has boen slightly larger and 
more power's!: than its predecessor. In 
this way the growth has been so grad- 
ual as to escape notice. But there Is 
nothing gradual about this new engine. 
The present type of .locomotive, when 
compared to this might}- engine, looks 
like a midget. It can haul a train one 
and a half miles long and can transport 
with e:tse the harvest of 10,000 acres of 
wheat Three mon standing one above 
the other would equal the height of the 
monster, as it is sixteen feet from the 
ground to the top of its stunted siaokc- 
stack. Its firebox is as big as the aver- 
age bedchamber in a city flat. The i 
boiler tubes, ail two and a half inches 
In diameter, if taken out and placed 
end to end, would make a pipe a mile 
and a half long. It weighs 130 tons, 
exclusive of the tender, and Is the lar- 
gest locomotive !n the world. 


As a. bold venture la massive-ness the 


aew engine's service tests in the trans- 
raissouri territory will attract the at- 
tention of the railway architects of the 
world. American locomotive builders 
were said to be Insane when they 
passed the hundred ton mark, but hero 
is a monster weighing without the fifty 
too tender 130 tons, twenty-one times 
as much as the historic De Witt Clin- 
ton, the eng-Ine that pulled the first 
passenger train In New York state. 
But while the dome Is thirteen feet 
above the driving wheel axles, the cen- 
ter of gravity Is very low, several lach- 
es below the top of the drive wheels. 
The engine gets its great stability from 
Its massive frames, cylinder castings. 
driving wheels and driving mechan- 
ism. 
The ten massive drive wheels, 


each nearly as tall ns a man and so 
heavily counterbalanced that t'ooy ap- 
pear almost solid, grip twenty feet of 
track. 


On thcso ten drivers, -which gave the 


name of decapod to this type of engine. 
a weight of 232,000 pounds is curried.

er engine ever has. Following the gen- 
eral practice In the .soutlitvest, the en- 
gine ivill burn oil. The most remarka- 
ble feature Is the unprecedented heat- 
Ing surface. The heating surface of 
this new freighter measures nearly 
double that of the English record 
breaker, or exactly 4,082 square, feet. 
The firebox IS made of carbon'-steel 
tested; to a tensile utrength of., 60,000 
pounds. Tbe grate area Is sixty square 
feet. Tlie cylinders are placed in a 
new and unique fashion.

Carnegie. This engine is in service on 
heavy grades. It weighs 30,000 pounds 
less than the new- Santa Fe engine, and 
Its beating surface is 1,300 feet'less.

When the 115 tou cosine was built for 
Mr. Carnegie, the English builders said 
that Americans, were afflicted 
with 


monomania for bigness and that the 
monstrous engine was an absurdity. 
Now the 115 ton engine has been suc- 
ceeded by a 130 ton engine, and the end 
is net yet. This srw engine raaue a 
record haul over Cajon pass the other 
day. It pulled 703 tons up a grade of 
158 feet to tbe mii-j anil six and a half ;

In 
whatever way, monopoly must be de- 
prived of its special ndvaatagss ovei 
the natural uses of capital. 


Take away tie madness for special 


privileges and for nil special legisla- 
tion for special advantages, and capi- 
tal will flow into various natural chan- 
nels, in whoiesome competition for 
sneering natural demands. In this way 
it can in nowise stand in opposition to

some of the mechanical devices in 
Chaa.

the war of the Eebellioa, from the 
West to the East, &nd came out suc- 
cessfully. He was for s. time engaged 
in the tanning business, is which he 
also met with success, up ts 1872, aad 
then entered the jabbing grocery trade; 
closing this out at the end of five 
years, he commenced building the fine 
reaideace in which he lives. In 1881, 
he established, with others, the Lima 
Iron Fence Company, and in May, 
1884, began the construction of the 
block known as the Kibby block, in 
which Use K. of P. lodge has the finest 
hall in'Ohio, 78x81 feet"
